to the Executive Board and asked them to imagine that these spoons would grow into oars when 
they hit the water. The Executive Board would not go very far alone. He then handed out the 
wooden spoons to the delegates. He then concluded that if we ali have the same size oar and we 
all dip in together this year, the Assocation will blossom and go forward. 

Shirley asked, "What is the Association? What is your role in it?" All of us are the Association. 
You are the officers, dancers. Just like everyone else volunteering some of your time to try to 
make square dancing better for all of us. What do the officers of the Association do? They 
sponsor special dances and try to have callers and cuers some clubs cant afford. In that way we 
can dance with the best callers and cuers that are out there. The Association buys books for the 
students to learn. They sponsor special student dances. Diplomas and packets that give them 
information about dancing are distributed to the clubs sponsoring classes. They help clubs with 
publicity, advertising on radio and television and in Grand Square. They help you find dances 
in the area so that you can dance wherever you please. They have a Blood Bank; Donna 
Anderson will discuss later. State Dress is a green vest over a white dress for the woman and a 
green vest over a white shirt and white slacks for the man. This should be worn as required 
indicating that you are from NJ. 

How can you help? What can you do to make square dancing better? Delegates should 
attend meetings and disseminate information to their clubs. Support the Association with "One 
Square is Fair" (one square for each event that the Association sponsors). Dick said that attached 
to the Agenda Is a list of the Delegates’ responsibilities, wnich was revised as of 9/15/91. He went 
over the list with the delegates. Also attached to the Agenda was a list of clubs assigned to help 
the 1st and 2nd VPs at the Association functions. Dick mentioned that the Booster Drive for 
Grand Square will be discussed at another meeting. He cleared up a misconception that the 
Booster Tags are $1.00 per couple. He corrected this and informed the delegates that it is really 
$1.00 per dancer. The purpose of the Booster Drive is to support the Grand Square. Some 
Clubs are raising the money for the Booster Drive by collecting it with their dues. This is the club's 
prerogative, but it is the duty of the delegate to sell the Booster Tags in order to collect $1.00 per 
dancer. 

Dick stated that the club president is responsible for reporting any accident to a person or 
damage to property and gathering any information about the incident. He said that included with 
the insurance package is a form to report claims against the club or against the property where the 
dance is held. If you have a problem with injuries or damage to a hall, it should be reported 
immediately to the Association. Fred will go into this later in the meeting. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

Audit Committee: Fred Hill announced that Leon Smith, C.P.A., volunteered to audit the 
books. The books are in order and accurate for the fiscal year June 1, 1990 to May 31, 1991. 
Insurance Report: Fred Hill stated that it is very important to report claims. We have a $1million 
insurance policy for bodily injury and property damage. The insurance protects dancers for 
medical payments of up to $1,000 times a factor of 10 (10 people injured at one time). At lhe time 
of an accident, get all the information possible. Forward it Immediately to Fred & Kathryn Hill, 
the Insurance Coordinators. If for some reason you are injured or if there is any property 
damaged, you are protected by our insurance. Fred said he and Kathryn would hand out the 
applications at the end of the meeting to the deiegates. The insurance premium is paid on the 
number of regular and special dances that each club holds. The students at the classes are 
automatically covered, at no additional charge. A new feature of the policy is that is covers the 
dancers if alcohol is served at an activity. If you have an activity of less than 4 days duration, you 
are covered. 

SDCNJ Lialson: Norman Bolin announced that the last meeting was held in January 1991. 
Since then, they had the Convention. The next meeting is October 12, 1991. Norman 8 Audrey 
wiii not be able to attend. Jim 4 Joyce Kelly have volunteered to take their place. 

With reference to the Mini-Festival, Norman 4 Audrey are the Registrars. Norman thanked all 
the delegates for picking up their packet of tickets and flyers for the Mini-Festival.

It 
was pointed out that Ray O'Neill and Bill & Donna Anderson have donated gallons of blood. 
LIAISON REPORTS: 
CCNJ: Dolores Gesumaria reported that they had met on June 8th and September 14th. They 
are interested in publicity for square dancers. Discussion about having a callers' class. They meet 
4times a year. Dolores will accept any questions to bring back to the next meeting. 
NNJRDLC: Ron Kapnick and Ruth Edison reported that the first meeting will be September 
29th. No report to submit. 
Scholarship Awards: Dick & Shirley presented Brian Fugere, President of CCNJ, and Ruth 
Woerner, Moderator of NNJRDLC, with checks for the scholarship donation. Ruth announced 
that the new moderater was Dave Roberts.

Therefore, the Board voted to move LUST to the October 4th, 1992 date as an experiment to 
see if we can increase attendance and interest in LUST. The Board does not like to change 
dates, but they want to give clubs fair warning (56 weeks) that this is happening. There will be a 
dance in the evening, after the work session, open to all dancers. LUST (Let Us Speak Together) 
consists of an afternoon of presentations on various subjects, such as club finances, how to do 
ads, how to hire a caller/cuer, use of computer, use of microphone, sewing clinic, etc. , that help 
officers with their duties. The presenters are usually well-versed. It is followed by a potluck 
supper and then a dance. The Association encourages the clubs to subsidize the officers in 
some way who attend LUST. The clubs dancing on the first Sunday of the month are as follows: 
FAD, J & M Squares and Kings Squares. If any of those clubs have a problem with that October 
date, they should speak to Dick or Shirley and it will be brought back to the Executive Board. 
PRESIDENTS' REMARKS: Reserved for next meeting. 

GOOD & WELFARE: Comment from a delegate complimenting the Editors of Grand 
Square for putting out a professional magazine. 

lt was suggested that the club officers have their adm. to the dance subsidized by the club. 

Rocky Tops of Rockland asked why new clubs have to wait a year before becoming members 
of the Association. They wani io know why they can't get insurance from the Association. John 
Aquino answered that we don't want clubs coming into the Association and then dropping out 
within a few months. He said that insurance is available through United Square Dancers of 
America at a cost of $2.50 per member per calendar year. lt might be possible to work it (NNJSDA 
Ins.) out with the Insurance Coordinator. That would require a change of the Constitution. Dick 
added thal the wait of a year is for stability. 

A delegate discussed a flyer that she got at a Reception Ctr. in VA showing where all the clubs 
were and ine dates that they danced. She thought it would be a good idea if we had the same 
thing. Dick has such a pamphlet and will bring it up at the SDCNJ meeting. Since it would be 
distributed throughout the state, the best place to be sponsored would be by the SDCNJ. 

Next Mtg. will be held on Jan. 19, 1992 at 1:30 PM at the VFW Hall, Elmwd Pk, NJ. Flyers to 
be distributed between 1-1:30 PM. Meeting adjourned at 3:40 PM.

The first fold is about 1" wide, and each successive fold is a little 
smaller, with the last fold over the back just meeting the inside edge 
of the rolled hem. (See cross section sketch.) Now slide the pins out 
where they are and re-pin the folds together in the same places. 
Stitch longways down the center of the folds between end pins making 
sure you catch the back folded edge. 

That's it for 
the sewing, now make sure 
it 1s worn properly. You 
can use a man's ring for 
a tie slide, or get crea- 
tive and make something 
special.
